Tt was Germany that really put forward 
Holland's claim to Dutch New Guinea, British 
statesmen have fallen Into the trap of German 
allfances blindfold, ls Bismarck was willing, 
Barkls Bismarck was so willing that he entered 
isto frlendly rivalry with J, Bull in the colonisiog 
areas of the world, and the two States havo 
advanced side-by. side and stride-for-stride ‘In 
Africa, And Germany and Great Britain are the 
two great rivals for the supremacy of the Pacific.
